Chicago, it seems, has fallen into 
tho hands of a “corrnpt ring.” so organized 
as to perpetuate its power from year to year. 
This combination, like tho infamous Twecd- 
Sweeny-Connolly cabal, ignores tho pub­ 
lic 
welfare 
and 
barters 
its 
votes 
to 
individuals and corporations. 
Its load­ 
ers seem to 
have 
learned 
the lesson 
of Tweed ; for, according to the resolutions 
passed at this meeting, they encourage job­ 
bing at the city’s expense, share spoils with 
contractors, form out offices to friends and 
favorites, outrage tho ballot and moke the 
government disgracefnl and corrupt 
To 
satisfy the ravenous and ever increasing de­ 
mands of these rulers taxation has been 
increased until it has become “a synonym 
for confiscation.” Worse than all, they tam­ 
per with the financial credit of tho city, 
which hitherto has stood high, by issuing 
“oortificaU's of indebtedness of doubtful 
legality.” All of this falls with a pccnliar 
severity upon Chicago, as tho inhabitants of 
that devoted town, “while struggling to 
recover or lessen their losses by the fire and 
the panic, have been plundered through tho 
forms of law."

misrule, and for the restoration of a pure 
and honest adm inistration of municipal 
aflairs.” 
There is nothing so ennobling, nothing 
which shows so unmistakably the value of 
freedom in a government, as an uprising 
like this in Chicago. 
It shows that when­ 
ever the voice of the people finds expression 
it is in favor of purity and economy. 
It 
shows that there can never be in any of oar 
American communities such a deadening of 
the public sense as to perm it these crimes 
against the Commonwealth to bo in the small 
est degree condoned. 
It is the merit of our 
people that they are patient and slow to anger 
with their public servants. 
They do not 
hastily accept stories of universal corrup­ 
tion.

fearing Keyser. 
We did not know that 
Tweed was squandering millions upon favor­ 
ites and followers, that Connolly and Sweeny 
were putting away ihillions as a prepa­ 
ration for flight. 
When the truth come in 
tangible shape, when the evidence was made 
so clear that nothing remained for the pecu- 
lators but confession, defiance or exile, 
then

arose 
as 
one man. 
Some of us perhaps will carry the recollec­ 
tions of tho present into the next century, 
but no tale of fury or courage or miqcstio 
expression of the people’s will can compare 
with the uprising of New York against Tam­ 
many. 
The courts ‘Were against the people 
until one intrepid judge joined them. 
All 
the patronage of the government, all the 
power of the party, all the money in the 
Treasury and the right to create as much 
money as was needed—all of this, and more, 
were arrayetl against the people.

The opinion that tho President favors tho 
nomination of Senator Conklingis supported 
by evidence which has appeared in the 
Washington 
correspondence 
of 
leading 
newspapers in all parts of the country, and 
is confirmed by strong intrinsic probabil­ 
ities. 
Supposing him to have a choice it 
wonld be more likely to fall on Mr. Conk- 
ling than any other republican statesman. 
President Grant is inflnenced more than 
most men by his personal attachments, and 
no other friend has stood so faithfully by 
his side and defended him with so much 
courage and ability as Senator Conkling. The 
President, notwithstanding his imperturbable 
demeanor, is keenly sensitive to assaults on 
his character, as he virtually acknowledged 
in those almost passionate sentences of his 
second inaugural address, in which he spoke 
of the abuse which had been heaped upon 
him and alluded to his re-election os a vin­ 
dication. 
He naturally feels more gratitude 
to Mr. Conkling than to Mr. Washbume, not 
so much because Mr. Gonkling’s services are 
recent as because they were rendered under 
more difficult circumstances. 
From the 
time General Grant began to mako his 
mark in the army nntil his election as 
Froeidcnt he was the most ¡xipnlnr man in 
the country, and Mr. Washbnrne hazarded 
nothing by snpporting him. 
Mr. Conkling, 
on the other hand, has not been a fair 
weather friend, but has stood by the Presi­ 
dent through all the pelting of political 
storms, and has never flinched. 
Besides, he 
is more able and straightfoiward, ns well as 
more steadfast, than any other supporter of 
tho administration. President Grant’s prefer­ 
ence therefore accords with the fitness of 
things and is no enigma. 
It is perfectly natural that the President 
shonld have a decided choice os to who shall 
succeed him. 
This desire may not be quite 
so strong as it is in hereditary governments, 
whore ties of blood come into play, but still 
it is a strong motive with our American 
Presidents. 
Jefferson virtually designated 
Madison as his successor; Madison desig­ 
nated Monroe; Jackson designated 
Van 
Buren; Bnchanan actively supported Breck­ 
inridge, who was nominated but not elected; 
and if Polk and Pierce had no influence on 
the snccession it was because they were 
too feeble to cherish this kind of ambi­ 
tion. 
Harrison, Taylor and Lincoln, who 
died in office, had no opportunity to express 
such preferences, and Monroe and John 
Quincy Adams relinquished all power of tho 
kind by tolerating in their Cabinets several 
men who were actively intriguing for the 
succession. 
None of our really strong Presidents has 
kept aspirants in his Cabinet except in 
those instances where they have fixed upon 
one os a successor, and in such instances 
they

to 
have 
a 
rival 
in 
the 
Cabinet 
Tho 
famous breaking up of President 
Jackson’s first Cabinet, in 1831, was forced 
by him because it contained two or three 
covert supporters of Mr. Calhoun, and he in­ 
sisted that on the question of the succession 
the Cabinet shonld be a “u n it” Two mem­ 
bers anticipated his wishes and resigned 
voluntarily, and three others were forced 
out, tho President writing them letters prais­ 
ing their offioi;il conduct bnt insisting on 
the necessity of complete harmony among 
his counsellors. 
President Lincoln, in like 
manner, forced Secretary Chase to resign 
when he found that Chase was aiming to be 
his snccossor, and Mr. Seward onoe ex­ 
plained that he made his position secure by 
utterly renouncing all Presidential ambition 
and making bis purpose known to Mr. Lin­ 
coln. 
President Grant has great examples 
enongh to keep him in countenance if ho 
should dissolve his Cabinet for tho same 
reasons on which Jackson acted in dissolving 
his and on which Lincoln acted in getting 
rid of Chase. 
President Grant will be thwarted in his 
attempts to give the Cincinnati nomination 
to Senator Conkling so long as he keeps at 
least three men in his Cabinet who are can­ 
didates themselves or arc indnstrionsly favor­ 
ing one of Mr. Conkling's rivals. If this idea 
has not already occurred to tho President it 
will be suggcHted 
to 
him 
by Senator 
Cameron, now that the two are nnderstood to 
be acting in concert. The political shrewdness 
and dexterity of Mr. Cameron will be a great 
assistanco to tho President in so shaping tho 
canvass to promote the chances of Senator 
Conkling. 
The first thing to be done is to 
make the Cabinet what President Jackson 
insisted that his should 1)6-a “ unit." Sec­ 
retary Fish, a wise, cautious, politic man, who 
knows how to wait and when to act, is likely 
to loom up as a candidate, and a strong one 
if he remains in tho Cabinet. 
Secretary 
Bristow has long been an avowed candidate, 
and he is actively at work in his own 
interest with the immense patronage of his 
departm ent 
Postmaster General Jewell has 
not been much talked of os a candidate, bnt 
if he has enteriHl into a league with Mr.

With all that is said year in and year out 
> on the subject of Wall street gambling and 
of the knavery that is popularly su p p o e^ to 
be tho great attribute of all men in that 
centre of financial activity, it is remsrkable 
how seldom, on the whole, the bargains 
made there come into court; how seldom the 
losers compel a resort to the law by their re­ 
fusal to pay. 
Yet, as now decided, all the 
bargains of Wall street rest strictly on the 
honor of tho men w |o make them. 
Except 
as to those inconsiderable transactions in 
which brokers purchsse for their customers 
“on a margin,” losers in Wall street are 
under no other obligation to pay than that 
of regard for their credit, their standing 
among their fellows, their pride—in short, 
their honor. 
Millions in valne are bought 
and sold, hour by hour, and one man gives^ 
another a loose memorandum of the trans­ 
action—a paper without legal value—yet 
scarcely any one shirks his responsibility. 
Fortunes are lost in a moment; ruin im­ 
pends and may be averted by the mere re­ 
pudiation of the memorandum; yet it is thq 
rarest of facts for such a repudiation to 
bring the parties into oourt 
In the case of 
Taylor against Jay Gould, Taylor is non­ 
suited on the ground substantially that his 
contract has the defect common to Wall 
street contracts—tbat'it did not meet the re­ 
quirements of the law and is therefore void. 
It was doubtless thought that the Court 
might contemplate this case from that gen­ 
eral standpoint of the law of contract which 
takes into consideration the usages peculiar 
to certain trades. 
In Wall street, for in­ 
stance, where five minutes may be worth a 
million, tho economy of timo has been 
pushed to the utmost conceivablo point 
Should men stop to put in superfluous words, 
or to sign thoir names, they would lose great 
opportunities ; and os mén reduce the form 
of their papers under a pressure like this 
they push to an extreme degree their views 


08 to what words are suporflnons or may 
safely be dispensed with. They eventually, 
therefore, leave out what is necessary to 
make their memoranda legal contracts ; bnt 
as it is done by consent and for mutual con­ 
venience no one takes advantage of the pos-- 
sibilities till there comes some person quite 
unlike other men in his views of honorable 
obligation. 
In the theories of the common 
law this view of the usages of Wall street 
would be of some value in the enforcement 
of snob a contract, but tho statute bars the 
way to its application in our courts. The 
words of the statute are .-—“Every contract 
for tho sale of any goods, chattels or things 
in action, for the price of fifty dollars or 
more, shall be void unless a note or memo­ 
randum of snoh contract be made in writing, 
and be subscribed by the parties to be 
charged thereby.” In every sale where part 
of the money is not paid down, or part of 
the goods are not delivered, a memorandum 
meeting this description must be mdde, or 
the courts will not recognize the transac­ 
tion. 
It is doubtful, however, whether Wall 
street will change its habits, or whether it 
will go on as usual, and simply ignore a 
difficulty that can only arise on exceptional 
occasions. _____________ _____
